Council is asked for this $75,000 as a 
permanent investment in its own property 
for the benefit of the entire city. 

Fulton county is ready and willing to 
match Atlanta’s investment, and go even 
further than that, not in its own 1 ning or 

perty, but in à ‘city affair ‘which it be- 
ee wilt materially ‘benefit’ sthé*County’s 
whole people. 


$65,000 each, one paid for by Fulton county 
and the other by the city of Atlanta. These 
provide for agricultural and industrial dis- 
plays. The cattle and live stock barns are 
now under contract and will soon be built. 
Besides contributing its $75,000 in cash, Ful- 
ton county has already given thousands of 
dollars in labor to beautify the fair grounds 
and make them attractive. 

This is, briefly stated, what has: been 
‘done; the Southeastern Fair plant is three 
fourths finished. Shall we let it remain so, 
or shall we open it in the fall a complete 
and finished institution? . 

Fulton county proposes to build at once 
a mile race track around the Lakewood 
lake, which will, when completed, represent 
an investment larger than the city is now 
asked to make in the third permanent build- 
ing; moreover it proposes to help in other 
ways and, if need be, by direct appropria- 
tion. 

Every foot of ground, every building in 
the completed plant, will be the property of 
the city of Atlanta, whether given by Fulton 
county, by the public or by . whom- 
soever. 

The third building, of equal, importance 
with the other two, will provide for admin- 
istration, for the women and their work, for 
kennels, for chickens, for art, for farm ma- 
chinery and various other features; the ab- 
solute importante o * it becomes immediately 
apparent. 

Atlanta is per to make a final invest- 
ment of $75,000 in its own’ property which 
must be made sooner or later, and which, 
until it is made, will prevent the fair asso- 
ciation, which is to say the city itself, from 
giving the complete and comprehensive ex- 
position it * promised and isa e for 
19186. 

The request is small enough, in all rea- 
son, particularly when the county and the 
public are investing thousands of dollars in 
the improvement of a property owned by 
the city and Which will soon become one of 
its chief and most valuable assets.

The invention enrbodies a 
practical application of a transmitter on 
which he has already. secured a patent, 
and by means of which it is possible, he 
says, “to project electrical energy in any 
amount to any distance and apply it for 
innumerable purposes, both in peace and 
war,” all without the use of wires. 

If this invention can accomplish what 
the inventor claims for it, it will pass be- 
yond the “thunderbolt” description, for it 
is further stated that through its surcessful 
operation a city. like New York could be 
defended against a fleet or army. Once the 
enemy is located automatic airships would 
be dispatched “with a timing device, 80 
arranged that at the right moment a de- 
structive force would be released that would 
sweep all before it!” .
